ABSENT 3 YEARS 
Move 
May Oust 
Sen. Glass 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—(UP) 
Ailing, 87-year-old Sen. Carter 
Glass, Democrat, Virginia, who 
hasn't attended a senate session 
for more than three years, faces 
the prospect of having to prove 
that there is no time limit on 
senatorial absenteeism. 

John Locke Green, Arlington, 
Va.. county treasurer, disclosed 
tonight that this week he will ask 
the court of appeals at Richmond, 
capital of Virginia, to declare 
Glass’ seat vacant and to order 
Gov. Colgate W. Darden Jr. to 
call an election for his successor. 

“There is no precedent for the 
case of Sen. Glass, who hasn’t an- 
swerec a roll call since June 22, 
1942." Green said. “If I didn’t 
show up for my job for two or 
three vears, or even three months, 
Il wouldn't have a job and 
wouldn't get any pay.” 
RESPECTS GLASS 

He said he has the greatest re- 
spect for Glass, whom the late 
President Roosevelt affectionately 
dubbed “the unreconstructed reb- 
el.” but that the time has come 
for the courts to act so that Vir- 
ginia “can have two senators.” 

Glass, who has served in con- 
gress since 1903 except for a two- 
year tenure as Woodrow Wilson's 
secretary of the treasury, was 
once one of the senate’s most out- 
standing members and his place 
in history is revered by thousands 
of Virginians. But his once red 
hair has long been white and his 
health has so failed in recent 
years that he took his last oath 
of office wedring carpet slippers 
in his Lynchburg, Va., home, in 
January, 1943.

AND COCKLE SHELLS 
Rub-a-Dub 
3 In a Tub 
Blast Nazis 


LONDON, July 15.—(4)—The 
British admiralty disclosed anoth- 
er long-kept war secret today in 
telling some of the daring exploits 
of the navy’s “cockle” men—Roy- 
al Marine Commandos who were 
launched from submarines and 
-cneaked up on their targets in 
small rowboats. 


In one of their most remarkable 
adventures two and one-half years 
ago these marine daredevils, all 
'v.lunteers, paddled 50 miles up 
_the Gironde river to attack enemy 
‘shipping in the harbor at Bor- 
'deaux, France. 

Using limpet mines — small 
mines that are fastened to the hull 
of the vessel—they attacked six 
ships suspected of being blockade 
runners for the Nazis. Large holes 
were blown in at least three, and 
probably five, of the ships, the ad- 
miralty said in describing it as one 
of the most daring individual at- 
tacks of the war. 

Ten marines in five cockles— 
small, flat-bottom boats — were 
launched the night of Dec. 7, 1942, 
from the submarine Tuna at the 
entrance to the Gironde on the 
French coast for the Bordeaux ex- 
ploit. 

Three of the teams were lost 
as the boats capsized, but the

/The Army shipped 2,045,829 long 
‘tons of food, chiefly wheat and 
flour, for “wake of battle” feed 
ing of civilians in liberated Eu- 
ropean areas during 1944 and the 
| first five months of 1945. 

The great bulk of the tonnage 
went to Europe after August, 1944, 
as the Allied advances began 
opening large areas of Europe, a 
War Department statement said 
today. 

Farlier in the week, depart- 
ment officials said the Army‘will

Army said. It asserted that “min- 
‘imum quantities of rationed foods 
have been exported for Europe’s 
civilians. Total of canned meats, 
sugar and fats supplied during the 
period has been approximately 
200,000 tons or 11 per cent of the 
food supplied. All of the meats 
supplied were under 1944 procure- 
ment as there has been no pro- 
| curement of meats for civilian 
feeding since December, 1944.”

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We Repeat a Pattern of War 


By late 1943 newspaper readers were 
beginning to complain that the headlines 
were too often the same—the bombers 
were over Germany every day. The only 
difference, they said, was that each day 
the number seemed to be a little larger. 


“Let’s have some war news,” they said. 
“Let’s invade.” 


What they were getting, of course, was 
the most vital sort of news. We were 
already then invading Germany and 
France. .Our bombs were accomplishing 
what thousands of men would have been 
needed to do—destroying the productive 
capacity of the German war plant. 


It is as true today. We have already 
invaded Japan. From day to day the news 
will be the same to the casual, thought- 
less reader. To the reader interested in 
the war it will be new and vitally inter- 
esting every day. We have an invisible 
army marching through Japan, destroying 
factories, oil plants, munitions and com- 
munications. No one can halt it. It fol- 
lows a pattern of strategy. 


For days and days now the news will 
be of that army. And its announcement 


will be: 


“Bombers over Japan.” 


Job Done, Chennault Retires 


Retirement of Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chen- - 


nault, of Louisiana, removes from the 
Army one of ‘ts greatest legends and com- 
manding officers. He is one of the few 
men to become a legend while still alive. 
But legend he is. And legend he will 
remain. Centuries hence he will live in 
the folk lore and in tapestries adorned 
wita embroidery depicting heroic deeds. 


Gen. Chennault has been in China since, 


1937. He had retired from the United 
States Army because of disability. He 
went to China to help organize the air 
force for Chiang Kai-shek. He stayed 
on to lead our “Flying Tigers,” the civilian 
fliers who held back the Japs for a while, 
saving many lives and delaying the Nip- 
ponese plans. When we got into the war 
he had the heart-breaking task of fight- 
ing the Japs with few planes and little 
supply. All had to be flown in over “the 


hump.” He persisted, in the face of un- 
believable corruption, inefficiency and 
delay. He developed tactics which enabled 
few fighters to hold their own with many 


Japanese. He kept up the flagging morale 


of this country and China. The Japanese 
had a price of $1,000,000 on his head. 


Those who saw him this spring could 
see that he was a sick man. The strain 
of ill health, of living in China, of sur- 
mounting the always-present difficulties 
and disappointments, was telling. 


But he stayed on until he could an- 
nounce victory. Japan is beaten in the 
air. A tired Claire Chennault is coming 
home to fish and rest. 


His contribution, not generally recog- 
nized, is one of the truly great ones of 
the war. 


Statistics of Blood and Tears 


Since September, 1939, when the war 
began in Europe, British casualties have 
totaled 1,427,634. That is the price in 
blood and tears Britain has paid for sur- 
vival as a free nation. 


* Included in the figures are 146,760 ci- 
vilians, dead, injured and missing in the 
air attacks, both blitz and buzz bomb and 
rocket. attacks, on the home islands. 
Among these are 63,208 women and 15,- 
359 children under 16. One more indict- 
ment against the inhumanity of those re- 
sponsible for modern war. 


The figures, however, do not include 
45,315 casualties of the Merchant Marine 
or 1,763 of the British Home Guard, lost 
while on active duty. 


Breakdown of the total refutes that 
always false, but too often repeated canard, 
“Britain will fight to the last Canadian.” 
Or Australian, or New Zealander, etc. For 
750.338 of the casualties were from the 
United Kingdom itself, a higher ratio in 


proportion to population than from any 
other part of the commonwealth and the 
empire. 


Britain’s total price in death and 
wounds will not, of course, be known until 
the war against Japan ends. They are, 
however, less than half the British losses 
in World wv ar I, 


Some conception of the British loss 
may be realized when compared with 
United States total casualties to date. We 
have lost approximately 1,000,000 dead, 
wounded, prisoners and missing. The Brit- 
ish home islands alone, with approximate- 
ly one-fourth our population, have lost 75 
per cent as many as we have. 


Winston Churchill spoke bitter truth 
when he prophesied blood and sweat and 
toil and tears. The measure of his ac- 
curacy is now known. But he did not 
mention, nor can any statistics reveal, 
the price in sorrow still being paid by 
the survivors who mourn those gone.

Newspaperwomen 
Have Made the Grade 


I see by a recent announcement that the Nie- 
man Foundation will accept women on the same 
basis as men for fellowships at Harvard Univer- 


sity. 

That is a good idea and an inevitable decision. 

There always have been good girl reporters, but they had a 
difficult time ridding themselves of an early prejudice caused by 
the girls who weren’t reporters, but girls. They couldn’t work 
nights and they couldn’t cover the tough rounds and they expected 
news sources on their beats to give them stories and exclusive an- 
nouncements just because-they were girls. 

One of my first hates was a newspaper feature writer named 
Tamara. She came down from New York to cover the Floyd Col- 
lins cave story in Kentucky. This was, I am dismayed to realize, 
almost 20 years ago. Anyhow, it was a dirty story as far as work- 
ing conditions went. It was winter. There were no accommoda- 
tions save one small hotel at Horse Cave, Ky. The cave where 
Collins had got himself caught was six or eight miles out in the 
country along a narrow, slippery dirt road. It froze at night and 
thawed by day. It was miserable and cold and there was no decent 
food or drink. The native whisky was known as “Coroner’s De 
light,” being white and sour and likely to explode-in one’s pockets 
and drive the pieces of bottle into one’s hide. 

It was a bizarre story at best, with politics in it and the Na- 
tional Guard on duty and barbed wire stretched here and there. 
Reporters hated it and théy came, finally, to dislike poor Collins, 
dead down there like a rat in a trap, as the source of their misery. 
They hated the adjutant general and they hated the troops and 
they hated one and all concerned. 

The fellow in charge was a mean, condescending person who liked 
to shove reporters around, and the one girl on the scene, Tamara, 
went for him ... for stories. She was from one of the New York 
papers and, as I recall, she was no particular vision of delight. 
She was built like Hebe, or one of those heroic models they always 
picture as pouring out the great cornucopia of fruits and vege- 
tables in the statues and paintings titled “Harvest.” But she didn’t 
take snuff and she didn’t have four gold teeth, or if she did they 
weren't where they showed. Most of the immediate females did 
back there in the hills. And she was the only one around the 
cave site where they dug for Collins. 

She got the stories. The soldier boy saw to that. Every day 
Tamara had the story of the day and our own offices were wiring 
the rest of us asking how come. 

Every man there, when Tamara and the soldier boy went riding 
out to some neighboring tavern, would announce frightful plans to 
push Tamara into the deep ravine or maybe run her down with 
a- car. 

In the end we did get rid of Tamara and the plot was fairly 
diabolical. Some very mean person persuaded a Horse Cave girl 
to telephone the soldier boy’s wife in Louisville and say she was 
Tamara and she loved him dearly and would she please divorce 
him because she loved only him with a pure love that could not 
be denied. 

The next evening the night accommodation chuffed up and de- 
posited a lady who wanted to locate her soldier boy. The fact that 
she located him with Tamara as they sat at a table with two glasses 
of Coroner’s Delight and ginger ale between them was just a 
coincidence. But it helped matters not at all. | 

Tamara went away from there and so did the soldier boy and 
after that it was merely dull. In time we wished_even for Tamara. 
But we all had a low opinion of women on newspapers. That was 


a long time ago. 

There were newspaperwomen before the war. but 
Good Work the war really gave them their chance. They have 
demonstrated the really good ones can write as well as any man. I 
don’t know about desk jobs, but I’d think they could do that, too. 
The war gave them a chance at all sorts of newspaper jobs and 
those with ability have made good at all of them. There will be a 
lot more women in newspaper shops after the war. 

I don’t mean they are all good. There always are a few who 
fall in love or get married or have rows with their husbands and 
go around the office for a while looking like nothing human. But 
they drop out after a while. 

The Nieman fellowships are interesting and excellent. They 
are restricted to newspaper workers. There are about a dozen 
granted each year. The man or woman goes to Harvard and is 
paid a wage approximating what he or she got from his or her 
newspaper. They take whatever courses they want at Harvard, 
most of them going into the graduate schools where some of the 
nation’s finest minds are engaged in teaching. It i§ an invaluable 
experience and, in time, will have a real effect on newspaper work. 
I am glad they have opened the lists to women. It will make the 
life of the Nieman curator more interesting. Dr. James Bryant 
Conant, the president, will view his experiment with more pleasure. 
I shall be curious about the reaction of Dr. Earnest Hooten, anthro- 
pologist and author of, among other things, “Why We Behave Like 
Apes, and Vice Versa.” He studies apes and students and he has 
never encountered a modern newspaperwoman in his class.

She Has Tomatoes 
She Grew Herself 


For several causes beyond our control, vic- 
tory gardens have never been extensive in our 
immediate neighborhood. Nor have those plant- 

ed been very successful. 

For one thing, the ground in the vicinity is not suitable. Thete 
are too many trees, which sap the vitality out of the soil. Trees 
also prevent the sun from reaching the growing young things in 
sufficient strength. 

Then, in some homes, all the younger people are away. Over- 
seas, many of them, wearing their nation’s uniforms. Others are 
engaged in work that leaves insufficient energy for hard labor at 
home. 

There was, of course, the large victory garden of three seasons 
ago which was the joint property of two families.

No Reason Now 
To Redefine Terms 


WASHINGTON—-An agitation has arisen is 
the senate for the American government to re 
define the term “unconditional surrender” as ap 

plied to the Japanese. 

Those who are demanding such a course profess to believe that 
a clearer statement of our aims and objectives with respect to the 
Japs would shorten the war in the Pacific. It is argued that if the 
Japanese are told, officially and formally, just precisely what we 
mean by unconditional surrender, the exact conditions we intend to 
impose as the price of peace, then more is likely to be accomplishes 
in bringing an_end to hostilities. 

At least that is the line of argument being used by Sen. Capehart, 
of Indiana, and others who are demanding that we give a closer 
definition of our terms of surrender. .- 

Superficially, there is a certain amount of merit in such argu- 
ments, it would seem. Certainly there should be no objection to 
letting the Japs know what we are going to do to them in defeat, 
if by doing so the war can be shortened and the lives of many of 


our men saved. 

: But a more careful study of the situation 
Not 50 Simple makes it apparent that the problem is not quite 
so simple. Other factors may be cited to cast doubt on the wisdom 
of making any move for peace until the Japs themselves move first. 

As Sen. Barkley, the majority leader, has pointed out, it would 
be a little unusual for a nation which is constantly being victorious 
to come forward and initiate, without any request from the de 
feated nation, what would be interpreted as a request that Japan 
surrender on terms that we stipulate. 

Some of our experts feel that sort of a program would be cal- 
culated to do more to’ stimulate and stiffen the marale of the 
Japanese people than anything else we could do. It would en- 
courage them to hope that they could secure a negotiated peace 
which would be softer than the peace we gave Germany. 

The situation with respect to our unconditional surrender de 
mands is not vague as the critics would have us believe. The Japs 
do not have to be told what we propose to do with them. They 
have been told already. Not as regards every detail, perhaps, but 
enough to visualize the shape of things to come. 

President Roosevelt at the time of the joint declaration with 
Prime Minister Churchill defined fairly definitely the terms of 
surrender we would demand. Japan was to be required to give 
up the provinces she had taken by conquest; her ability to make 
war was to be destroyed; her army would be disbanded, her navy 
yielded up and her air force wiped out. Moreover, the war crim 
inals were to be punished. 

Since then President Truman has made a statement to congress 
in which he said that unconditional surrender did not mean “the 
extermination or the enslavement of the Japanese people.” 

It is difficult to see how we could go much further than these 
statements. Besides, the conditions we are im on 
are a pretty fair guide to what we intend to do with Japan. 


More mature consideration does seem to give 
Let Japs Ask the greater weight to the point made by Sen. 
Barkley. If the Japs want a closer definition of what we mean by 
unconditional surrender, let them ask for it. It is not up to us to 
give them gratuitous information on the subject. To do so would 
be to encourage them to think they might hold out for a negotiated 
peace, which is the last thing in the world any red-blooded Ameri- 
can is willing to do. 

Acting Secretary of State Grew has given a final answer to 
those, including Sen. Capehart, who were parading the rumor 
that the Japs have launched peace feelers. No such overtures 
have come from any source that could be given the slightest trace 
of official Japanese government sanction, he stated emphatically. 

Under the circumstances it seems futile for us to make any 
move until the Japs themselves take the initiative. To do other- 
wise might only invite a stiffening of morale that would prolong 
the fight. Sooner or later the Japs will get enough of the destrym 
tive weight of our bombs and begin asking for terms. 

It will be time enough to tell them what is in store for them 
then,

2.—Energetic efforts for a quick 
rebuilding of ecenomy to create 
work, bread, clothing and housing. 

3.—Restitution of justice and the 
basis of-a Democratic state. 

4.—Insuring of freedom of spirit 
and thought, including religious 
convictions. 

5.—Re-winning of the trust of 
other peoples and the elimination 
of racia] frictions.

Further reports of carrier raids 
Saturday against the same areas 
revealed that a tota! of 24 ships 
and 25 barges totaling 41,000 tons 
were sunk and 25 ships totaling 
43,000 tons were damaged. Among 
the vessels sunk or beached were 
six huge train ferries on which 
the Japanese ship steel- and coal- 
laden trains across the 65-mile 
straits from Hokkaidc to Honshu. 


The destruction or damage of 
five planes was added to the toll 
of 87 taken in Saturday’s assuults. 


There was no indication that the 
attacks were continuing through- 
out today. -But the Japanese said 
that at least sevea cities were hit 
on Hokkaido by yesterday’s air 
raiders and another was bombard- 
ed on t.onshu on Saturday. 

Mighty flotillas of American 
warships were steaming within 
1,000 yards of the Japanese coast 
to deliver 1,000-ton bombardments 
without even drawing so much as 
a pistol shot from the Japanese. 
DAZZLING ATTACK ARRAY 


Every type of warship and war- 
plane in the vast United States 
arsenal was now in action, at- 
tempting to bring Japan to its 
knees from the air or soften up 
the homeland for invasion by land 
forces. 


Two Japanese cities—the steel 
centers of Kawaishi on northeast- 
ern Honshu and Muroran on 
southern Hokkaido—were known 
to be partially devastated by 2,000 
tons of warship shells hurled into 
them Saturday and _ yesterday. 
Tokyo reported that carrier planes 
following up attacks on northern 
Honshu and Hokkaido on Satur- 
day, ranged almost all of Hok- 
kaido’s 34,000 square miles yes- 
terday. 


A Japanese army bulletin said 
that in addition to the shelling of 


Muroran, carrier planes hit it and} 


six other cities on Hokkaido, as 
well as bombing and machine- 
gunning shipping, military instal- 
lations and transportation lines. 
The en2omy claimed 12 American 
planes shot down and four dam- 
aged in yesterday’s attacks, and 
said Japanese “losses and damage 
are now being investigated.” 


PORTS HIT 


Points identified by Tokyo as 
hit by carrier planes were: Mu- 
roran, Hakodate, on southern Hak- 
kaido; the ports of Otaru, Aba- 
shiri, and Kushiro, respectively in 
the western, northeastern a Oe 
southeastern parts of Hokkaido; 
and the inland communications 
centers of Asahigawa in the north- 
west and. Obihiro in the southeast. 

Dispatches from Halsey’s fleet, 
which went into action last Tues- 
day against the Tokyo area and 
then steamed northward to open 
devastating air and sea bombard- 
ments against the hitherto un- 
touched northern Japanese hin- 
said the lack of enemy 
opposition was unbelievable. It 
was the first time in this war 
that the home industries of any 


/ enemy country had been laid bare 


to bombardment from the sea. 
Preliminary reports showed a 


total of 429 Japanese planes al- 


ready destroyed or damaged—ali 
but three caught on the ground. 
No U. S. fleet units had been at- 
tacked despite the fact that they 
plowed almost to the Japanese 
beaches to unleash more than 2,000 
tons of shells against the Honshu 
steel center of Kawaishi on Sat- 
urday, and Muroran on the south- 
ern tip of Hokkaido yesterday.

Washington's Children Enjoy 
Excellent Recreation Program 


The following is the second in 
a series of articles on what other 
cities are doing on juvenile de- 
linquency, written by a Constt- 
tution staff writer sent to obtain 
firsthand information on this 
vital problem.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15. 
In its fight against juvenile delin- 
quency—a fight that is being won 
b> teamwork between city offi- 
cials, civic churc] groups, and par- 
ents themselves—the nation’s cap- 
ital places strong emphasis on ade- 
quate recreation facilities as one 
answer to the problem. 
Under the plan set up in 1930, 
Washington has a supervised play 
area within one-fourth of a mile 


of almost every child in the Dis-| 


trict of Columbia. The few areas 
which are now without adequate 
playground facilities will have 
them after the war. The plans 
already are drawn up, and have 
been approved by the recreation 
board and the District commis- 
sioners. 

The effectiveness of supefvised 
play in combatting youthful delin- 
quency was demonstrated shortly 
after the beginning of the war, 
vhen Washington’s population be- 
gan to boom and war housing 


areas Sprang up almost overnight. 


One suburban section, which be- 
boom was thinly popu- 
lated, suddenly threatened to be- 
come a breeding ground for teen- 
age gangsters unless somebody did 
something in a hurry.

WASHINGTON—In my iast 
article I was writing about dis- 
ability pensions payable because 
of physical impairment. A _ vet- 
eran’s physical capacity may be 
impaired 10 per cent or 40 per 
cent or 60 per cent because of a 
disability he got while in the serv- 
ice, so he’s entitled to a*pension. 

But he'll never get it if he 
doesn’t file a claim. The pension 
to an exservice man with a 10 per 
cent rating would be $11.50 each 
month. Amounts increase up to a 
100 per-cent rating—which is 
$115 a month. 

These disability ratings arent 
-exactly permanent, because an ex- 
service man can apply to have his 
rating raised if his disability be- 
comes worse. He can apply to the 
Veterans’ Administration for an 
increased rating, and will get it 
if medical evidence shows it’s de- 
scrved. In fact, his rating can be 
lowered, if upon examination his 
condition obviously has improved. 


In addition to these amounts of 
pension figured on physical im- 
pairment, there are other amounts 
calied “specific disability pen- 
sions.” 

This means that the loss of an 
. eye, or an arm, or a leg entitles 
a veteran to a specific monthly 
payment for that loss. Such pay- 
ment is in addition to any pension 
the veteran gets because his physi- 
cal condition has been impaired. 

No use going into all the details 
but here’s an example that should 
make it clear. 

irank Manley (call him that) 
got hit while out in the Pacific 
ona carrier. Months later he was 
minus a foot—it had to be ampu- 
tated just above the ankle. Nat- 
urally, his physical condition was 
gE¢o.ng to be impaired. 

Eventually he was discharged 
from a Navy hospital. With a leg 
off just above the ankle, his im- 
pairment was considered by Vet- 
erans’ Administration standards to 
be 40 per cent. That would pro- 
vide a disability pension of 46 
collars a month. 

But there is a flat amount pay- 
@5le monthly for the loss of a leg 
adove the ankle—below the knee. 
The amount is 35 dollars. It’s a 
Specific disability pension. 

Thus Frank was able to get a 
total monthly pension of 81 dol-

I 
haven't mentioned. One is that if 
his permanent total disability is 
the result of his own misconduct 
or vicious habits, he won’t be 
eligible. The other is that this 
permanent total disability pension 
isn’t payable to any veteran with 
an annual income .of $1,000 if 
single—$2,500 if married or has 
“minor children. = 

This flat $50-a-month pension 
will be reduced to $8 a month for 
any veteran with neither wife, 
child nor dependent parent, dur- 
ing any period when he receives 
hospital treatment or care from 
any government institution. - The 
same thing happens to a regular 
disability pension, except that it 
goes down to $2 0a month, not 88. 

All disability pensions are pay- 
able only to exservice people who 


other than dishonorable.

CANKER SORES 


I am a great sufferer from can- 
ker sores—have had them too 
much of the time these past 10 
years. Have now been advised to 
a rinsing the mouth twice a day 
with nicotinic acid 50 mg. tablets. 
Is this harmful or likely to do 
any good. (S. J. D.) 


Answer—Taken internally twice 
a day 50 mg. of niacinamide (for- 
merly known as “nicotinic acid”) 
may give much relief and tend to 
prevent recurrence of canker 
sores. Preferably take a tablet 
containing that combined with 100 
mg. ascorbic acid (vit@min C) and 
some riboflavin (vitamin G) twice 
daily. Deficiency of niacin, rido 
flavin and ascorbic acid predis- 
poses to canker sores, Vincent's 
angina and other obstinate or re 
curring mouth diseases.
